IMPORTANT CLAUSES REVOKED. 
The following Order has been made by the 


Lords Justices General and General Governors . 


of Ireland, dated February 28th, 1918 — 
Whereas by Order dated the’ 11th day of 
November, 1918, duly made under the Defence 
of the Realm Regulations, ore was made 
for restricting, during the Ea ‘and subject 
to the terms, conditions, and exceptians in the 
said Order expre and mentioned, the hours 
in the evening during which trade or basiness 


‘may be carried on.

the 16th day of November, 1918 ; the 14th day of

Rooms.—Judgment was 
dolivered in the Court ol Appeal, by the d Chief 
Justice, the Master of the Rotis, and Lerd Justice 
ieee. in the case of the Governors of the Rotunda 
fosplial, Dublin, v. W. Coman, Surveyor of Taxes. 
The piatter arose on a case stated by the Com- 
pussioierg of Income Tax‘ for the opinion oí the 
Court as to the liability of the Governers to pay 
income tax, under Schedule D, on the income de- 
rived from the ictting of the Rotunda Rooms for 
meetings, entertuinments, and other purposes. lt 
appeared that the houspit tal and gardens were exempt 
from taxation, ami that the vaulis ander the 
Rotunda were rated on a valuation of 265. In a 
recent re-vaiuation, a rateable valuation ef £500 
Í had been put npen the concert and ballrooms, and 
that these rooms were also assessed for income tax 
in a like amount. The Governors appealed against 
' this. asscasment, on the ground that the moneys so 
received from the lettings of these rooms, s far as 
they wero applied for charitable purposes, were 
| exempt from income tax. The contetition. for the 
Commissioners was that the Governors were carrying 
i en a concern the profits of which were assessable to 
income tax, and that exemptions did not extend to 
trading profits, even though such profits might. be 
applied to charitable put s. The case had been 
in the King: nch, before Sir .James 
_ Justice Gibson, Mr. Justice Madden, 
Justice Kenny, and this Conrt. by 
majority held that the hospital was not liable to bo 
assessed under Schedule D in respect of receipts 
from letting the Rotunda rooms, and that the de 
cision of the Income Tax Commissioners 
erroneous in law.. Phe Court (the Master of the 
Rolls. dissenting) now affirmed the judgment of the 
King’s Bench Division, and dismissed the appeal, 
With costes.

A Reuter’s telegram said yesterday that 
President Wilson had made his first public 
statement aboyt Ireland since the opening 
of the Peace Conference. In reply to a 
Senator’s question, at Washingten, he was 
reported to have said that “ the Irish case 
was one for later solution between Ireland 
and Great Britain.” The report is now 
contradicted, but the contradiction does 
not affect the principles of the interna- 
tional situation. The Irish question is a 
strictly domestic question of British 
politics, in which neither the Peace Con- 
ference nor the United States Government 
has the faintest title te intervene. That 
is the only answer which Mr. Wilson can 
give, now or at any other time, to Ameri- 
can suggestions of intervention in Irish 
affairs. The recognition of this fact, when 
it comes sooner or later, will rid the minds 
of a large body of Lrishmen of the false 
and fantastic hopes which are the chief 
stock-in-trade of Sinn Fein. Such foolish-

T is 
deplorable that Southern Unionists should 
quarrel among themselves at such a time, 
especially when their duty is so clear and 
simple. They must defend the Union to 
the very end with their utmost power—on 
that point, of course, all of them are in 
full agreement. On the other hand, they 
cannot shut their eyes to facts. The Govern- 
ment is pledged to a measure of Home 
Rule which will exclude North-East 
Ulster, and North-East Ulster is ready to 
accept that solution. The partition of 
Ireland has become, therefore, not merély 
a possibility, but a probability. Partition 
is hateful to all Irish parties, and it 
might be fatal to the interests of Southern 
Unionists. They cannot afford to ignore 
its urgent dangers, and it is no treachery 
to the Union—but rather an act of: cold 
common-sense—to: be prepared for the 
situation which must arise if, in spite of 
the best efforts of all Southern Unionists, 
Home Rule plus exclusion is forced on the 


of the policy of the Unionist Anti-Parti- 
tion League. It will make people wonder 
more than ever at the existence in this 
crisis of two distinct bodies of Southern 
Unionists, for it is a sober, practical 
policy, plainly dictated by the necessities 
of the time. The League will fight Home 
Rule till the end, but it has a policy for 
defeat as well as for victory. Ifthe Union 
fails and North-East Ulster secedes, the 
League will have prepared for Southern 
Unionists an organisation “ powerful 
enough to force the Government to pro- 
vide them with adequate representation 
and safeguards in whatever constitution 
might be imposed upon the included 
counties.” In other words, the League re- 
cognises that under Home Rule—if they 
fail to defeat it—Southern Unionists must 
continue to inhabit Ireland, and it insists 
that their patriotism and their value as 
prosperous and educated citizens entitle 
them to inhabit it on good terms. 

We note with satisfaction that the Anti- 
Partition League has not only a defensive, 
but a constructive, policy. The two poli- 
cies are, indeed, one ; for the Union must 
be fortified by any measures which 
make it a more progressive and fruitful 
instrument of government in Ireland. The 
League can influence many votes in the 
House of Commons; it has a very large 
representation—at least two dozen Peers— 
in the House of Lords; its membership 
includes some of the chief leaders of com- 
merce and industry in the three Southern 
Provinces. It is admirably equipped, 
therefote, to promote the whole country’s 
interests under the Government’s many 
and varied schemes of reconstruction. We 
hope that it will adopt in these matters a 
policy at once patriotic and independent. 
It is obvious that the Government has 
given very little thought to Irish recon- 
struction. The initial steps in this 
country have been bungled badly. The 
Cabinet’s apparent intention to apply 
great measures like the Health Bill and 
the Ways Bill wholly, or with hasty modi- 
fications, to Ireland can end only in heart- 
burnings and disappeintment. In this 
matter of reconstruction we demand special 
treatment for our special needs. We 
should not fear, but should welcome, a 
measure of economic “ self<leterminaticon ” 
which would give the Irish Government 
and its Irish experts sole control, from 
start to finish, of the policy of social re- 


helping to secure such a measure, the 
Anti-Partition League would strengthen 
the bonds of Union by demonstrating their 
elasticity, and would win the respect and 
gratitude of all classes of the Irish people. 
It might even achieve the distinction of 
making the House of Lords really popular 
in Ireland. In addition to their defence 
of the Union and their organisation to 
meet possible emergencies, Southern 
Unionists can take, if they choose, a lead- 
ing part in the present campaign of 
material development. That is yet another 
reason for deep regret at the existing 
divisions in their ranks. Ara those divi- 
sions necessary? Is there a single line in 
the Anti-Partition League’s memorandum 
to which a single Unionist in the three 
Southern Provinces would hesitate to sub- 
scribe?

The Jews and Palestine. 


Dr. Weizmann and M. Sokolow, the | 
official nominees of Zionism, put the: 
Jewish case before the Peace Conference’ 
on Thursday afternoon. The claims of the 
Jews to have a national home in Palestine 
were recognised by the British Gevern- 
ment in 1917, when it was stated that 
everything would be done to enable them 
to return to the land from which they 
have been exiled so long. The time has 
come now to give effect to this promise. 
All the nations of the civilised world are 
at one in their desire to help the Jews. 
No people have lived through such 
tortures, no people have had to suffer so 
much at the hands of their enemies, as 
the people of Israel. After nearly 2,000 
years of oppression and exile they are now 
on the borders of the promised land, and 
the dreams of centuries are to be realised 
at last. In every country in the world 
there are Jews, In the great democratic 
countries, and also in Germany, they 
belong mainly to the middle classes; but 
in Russia, Poland, Galicia, and the 
Balkans they form large part of the 
proletariat. The plight of the Jews in 
these places is even nowadays a terrible 
one, and the possibility of being able to 
live in a land where their Judaism will be 
& pride, rather than a*reproach, will bring 
comfort to thousands. The horrors of 
“pogroms ” and the iniquitous social boy- 


blot on our modern civilisation, and 
establishment of a Jewish smid 
Palestine is the only possible solution of

For the present 
there will be no attempt to set 
up a Jewish Government at Jerusalem, 
but, doubtless, as time advances, an 
autonomeus Jewry will develop automatic- 
ally. The good-will of the world will be 
with the Jews, and they may be assured 
of the help of every right-thinking nation 
in their work of building up a home in the 
land of their fathers.

Quite a number of 
the restrictions which have been in force 
for various periods during the past four 
years will be either relaxed or abolished 
altogether in the present month. A new 
Lighting Order will come into operation in 
Ireland to-day.

The Special Com- 
mission of the War Council has thus come to an 
end, and has stated the conclusions arrived at.

RED LETTER DAY FOR 
THE JEWS. 
PALESTINE AS A HOME OF 

REFUGE, 


GREAT BRITAIN SUGGESTED AS 
MANDATORY. 


In a message, dated Paris. Thursday. the 
Press Association's Correspondent says :—To-day 
will be a red letter day for Jews throughout 
the world—ai least, for a substantial section of 
then—for this afternoon the case of the Zionists 
was formally presented to the Allied representa- 
tives by Dr. Weizmann and Dr. Sukoloff. In 
order the betier to appreciate this important 
question, as it presents itself for treatment to 
the Council of Ten, a few material facts may 
bs summarised. In the first place, it may be 
recalled that in November, 1917, thé British 
Government made a carefully-worded declara- 
tion to the Zionists, which promised to 
facilitate the ‘creation in Palestine of a 


national home for the Jewish people, sub- 
ject to safeguarding ihe rights of non-Jewish 
peoples there, provided that nothing was done to 
prejudice the political and civil rights of Jews 
in other countries. In view of the possibility of 
Great Britain and America finding it necessary 
to restrict alien immigration in connection with | 
their Eas reconstruction schemes, it is cast 
garded as a work of humanity to assist the | 
establishment of “ a home of refuge’’ for Jewish 
immigrants. Zionists desire that this home in 
Palestine should be built up, not by people who 
call themselves “ English,’’ or “ French,” or 
Russian’? Jews, but, io quote some of their 
leaders, “ by Jews who are nothing but Jews ’’— 
that is, by Jews who will take part in a revival 
of the Hebrew national consciousness and the 
Hebrew language. The remarkable growth of 
this movement among the Jewish colonists al- 
ready in Palestine is evidenced by the adoption 
of Hebrew as their national language, and by 
the establishment of Hebrew schools and a 
Hebrew Press. These colonists have, in recent 


years, increased to a remarkable degree the 
countrys productivity. ‘The problem before the 
Peace Conference to establish in Palestine | 
such political and administrative conditions as 
will enable those Jews who go to Palestine to 
build up their ‘ national home ” without in- 
fringing the rights of other peoples there. It 
may be added that this is not considered a very 
difficult task, provided it is undertaken by an 
enlightened Government. The Zionists ihem- 
selves fully recognise that there must be per- 
manent protection for the great shrines and 
holy places—for example, the Mosque of Omar, 
also the Holy Sepulchre at Jerusalem, the 
Church of the Nativity at Bethlehem, 
village of Nazareth. The Zionists

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| PRESIDENT WILSON AND? 


CONGRESS. 

A Washington telegram, dated February 27th,. 
stwtes that in the course of President Wilson’s 
discussion of the League of Nations with mem- 
bers of the Congressional Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee on Wednesday, questions regarding Great. 
Britain's five voles on the League, and the pos- 
sibility of Great Britain obtaining more than 
one vote in the Executive Council, elicited the 
statement from the President that such a pos- 
sibility was very remote. During the discussion 
Congressmen frequently interrupted the Presi- 
dent. At the latter’s request Senator Brandage 
is reported to have said: “ This League will not 
prevent war.” President Wilson replied: “ It 
will not. Nothing in the world will prevent 
war; but it will tas about discussiagi, before 
the beginning of war. If there had been one 
w s discussion before the beginning .of the 
European war it would not have oceurred.” 
President Wilson, reiterating his confidence that 
the League plans would be adopted, is declared 
to have said—“ lis succéss is inevitable. The 
United States cannot afford to fail the world in 
this emergency.” The President told the Con- 
gressmen from the Southern States that it was 
impossible to lift the cotton embargoes until 
after the formal declaration of peace. 

President Wilson late this afternoon drove 
to the Capitol, where he conferred with 
the Demooratic leaders. He emphatically 
reiterated his decision not to call an Extraordi- 
nary Session of Congress until he had again re- 
turned from Frante. The Democratic leaders 
charged the Republicans ‘with delaying the 
passage of the Victory Loan Bill in the Senate 
In order to force an extra Session. President , 
Wilson reiterated his confidence that the 
League of Nations would be adopted. The Pre- 
sident added that unless an agréement with the 
European Allies was reached to remove the 
cotton embargoes nothing could be done. The 
President informed Senator Smith, of Georgia, 
that he would do all he could to relieve the 
situation, but he held out no encouragement. 
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SENATOR HÍTCHCOCK'S VIEW. 

Senator Hitchcock, Chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, says a Washington tele- 
gram, addressed the Senate on Thursday in 
favour of the League of Nations, declaring that 
failure to adopt it would be the open door to 
anarchy and Bolshevism. He believed that h 
Mr. Roosevelt were alive he would be found 
supporting the League as now proposed. He 
characterised as absurd the Republican conten- 
lions that the nations, in agreeing to arbitra- 
tion, would submit their national life to the 
League, pointing out that the League guaran- 
teed the political independence and territorial 
integrity of each of its members. He denied 
thai the League involved entangling alliances, 
or destroyed the Monroe Doctrine. “ Instead 
of being compelled to defend the Western 
Hemisphere alone,” he added. “we would have 
the sympathy and help of the League of 
Nations in carrying out the spirit of its or- 
ganisation.” 


JAPANESE OPINION. 

A Tokio telegram, dated February 19, states 
that the Japi Shimpo highly commends the Co- 
venant of the League of Nations as advanta- 
geous for the cause of -lhumanity and world 
peace. The Koluman Nhimbun-says :-—The ulti- 
mate consummation of international under- 
standing andtharmony,as embodied in the League 
is warthy of the highest efforts of any nation. 
Japan, it adds, will be second to none in striv- 
ing for its practical efficiency. Other journals 
urge the absolute necessity of abolishing racial 
discrimination before the spirit) which ig the 
foundation of the League is actually enforced. 

A Tokio telegram, dated February 20, states: 
Among the most influential thinkers of Japan 
the opinion is held that the question of racial 
discrimination as far as this country is con- 
cerned is only secondary, as Japan is actually 
recognised as one of the five Great Powers, and 
fully entitled to equality of footing in every re- 
The demand for the abolition of racial 
discrimination in the case of Japan thus re- 
solves itself into the removal of the restrictions 
against emigration in this respect. Japan, it is 
stated, Has the same position and interests as 
vitaly. It is believed that Baron Makino will 
avail himself of the first opportunity to bring 
this matter up before the Peace Conference 
conjointly with the Italian delegates. In this 
connection new legislative measures are being 
drafted in Japan, liberalising the conditions of 
immigrant Chinese labour, and also removing, 
as far as possible, the existing disabilities. of 
foreigners.

STRONG REPUBLICAN 
OPPOSITION, 


Mr. Lodge, Republican member of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, and probably 
Chairman of the Committee in the next Senate, 
which will act on the Peace Treaty and the plan 
for the League of Nations in an address, which 
is Tegarded as the keynote of Republican op- 
position to the League as at present proposed, 
warned the American people carefully to weigh 
the constitution of the projected League, and 
insist om its fundamental! decision. Speaking in 
the Senaté, he declared his conviction that. in- 
stead of safeguarding the peace of the world, 
the League ag now planned would engender mis- 
understanding and sirife. It was Mr. Lodge’s 
first; public utterance since the constitution was 


published, and he expressed complete sympathy | 


with the popular demand for efforis towards 
agreement on world peace, asserting that he 
was not prepared io say that there would not 
be a concert of nations as a safeguard against 
war, but he insisted on agreement that such 
a concert should be drawn up calmly and de- 
liberately when the world was at peace, and 
not hastily when war still existed. Hee 
vigorously opposed the present plan, and made 
specific recommendations for its amendment. He 
declared that, as now drafted, the constitution 
would contravene the Monroe Doctrine, strike 
at American sovereigniy, involve America in all 
foreign disputes, substitute internationalism for 
nationalism, and be a_ benefit principally to 
Europe. He urged that the paramount duty 
now was to conclude peace with Germany, say- 
ing: “‘ Much time has been wasted. Delays have 
bred restlessness and confusion. Everywhere 
Germany. is lifting her head again, and her 
whimpering after defeat is changing to threats. 
The only source of a great war is to be found 
for the future as for the past in Germany. 
She should be chained and fetiered now, and 
this menace to world peace remoyed. While jt 
might be necessary in the interest ef peace to 
abandon the Monroe Doctrine and other tradi- 
tional American principles, the nation should re- 
flect and hesitate before it acts. 


TROTSKY’S SINISTER FIGURE, 

He continued: “' We are invited to move away 
from George Washington towards the other end 
of the line, at which there stands the sinister 
figure of Trotsky, the champion of interna- 
tionalism. We must build no bridges across the 
chasm which now separates American freedom 
and order from Russian anarchy and destruc- 
tion. We must see to it that the democracy of 
the United States is not drawn by any hasty 
error or flittering delusions, through the epecious 
devices of supernationa] government, within the 
toils of international Socialism and anarchy. 
Mr. Lodge proposed amendments, includ- 
ing a specific provision excluding the 
Monroe Doctrine from the League’s purview, 
Declaring that the tentative constitution was 
open to amendment and change, being merely 
a Committee report, Mr. Lodge said that it 
should be widely considered and discussed. Mr. 
Ledge continued—As it stands, there is a 
serious danger that the very nations whiclr sign 
the constitution will quarrel about the meaning 
of various articles before twelve months have 
passed It seems to have been very hastily 
drafted, and the result is crudeness and loose- 
ness of expression. Before we ratify the terms 
the language must be as exact and precise 
and as free from ‘the possibility of conflicting 
interpretations as it is possible to make them. 
Explanation and interpretation of any of these 
dcubtful passages is not sufficient, if made by 
one man, whether that man be the President of 
the United States or anyone else. In his detailed 
eriticism of the projected constitution, Mr.

DEFENCE AND RECON-

The following is an official memorandum of 
the policy and objects of the Unionist Anti- 
Partition League :— 

The Unionist Anti-Partition League has been 
formed to maintain thé*Union and combat the 
policy adumbrated by His Majesty's Govern- 
ment to pass a measure of Home Rule for 
Ireland excluding from its operation the six 
North-Eastern counties of Ulster. 

The Prime Minister stated in December, 
1918, that, no agreement having been reached 
by the Irish Convention, the Government claimed 
the right to proceed with Home Rule, but, that, 
like their predecessors, and all reasonable men, 
they were not prepared to coerce ‘Ulster. There- 
upon three prominent Ulstermen, Sir James 
Craig, Lord Londonderry and Mr. Barrie, joined 
His Majesty’s Government, and, it must be as- 
sumed, will be bound to support any amend- 
ment of the Home Rule Act of 1914 which would 
exclude the six Northern counties. As the Act

It is obvious that such an organisation must 
be formed. at once, since a Home Rule Act, 
whether as a totally new measure, or an amend- 
ment of that already on the Statute Book, will, 
as the Prime Minisier states, be introduced as 
soon as conditions in Ireland admit of it. In 
any case, the amendment or repeal of the Act 
of 1914 will almost certainly be taken up this 
year. 

The League. will take means to enlighten 
publie opinion in Great Britain on the danger 
of establishing any Government in Ireland in 
which the Sinn Fein Party would have a pre- 

éndérance, antl of handing over the Southern 
loyaliets to an exclusively Sinn Fein Parliament. 
I; will further provide an organisation, similar 
to the Ulster Unionist Council in the North, to 
watch over the interests of Unionists in the 
three Southerg provinces. i 

The Anti-P&¥tition League will also press for 
a share of those measures of reconstruction 
which are promised to Great Britain. A great 
number of its prominent supporters are mem- 
bers of the Upper House, and it has also repre- 
sentatives in the House of Commons. To enable 
these members of the Legislature to exercise 
effective pressure upon the Government, it 
essential that thev should. have behind them not 
only répresentatives of the chief vested in- 
térests of the Seuthern provinces, but also 
numerical sivength. For this reason, and also 
as being the most effective means of defeating 
Home Rule, the League appeals to every Union- 
ist in the Southern provin¢éés not, only to enrol 
hs name anfóng its list of members, but also 
to give his atlive support in explaining and ad- 
vocating léise aims, and objects. 

The guiding principles of the League may be 
surnmarised as follows :— 

(1) To maintain thé 
Britain and Ireland. 

(2) To secure Ireland against, Partition. 

(5) To safeguard the liberties ‘and interests of 
Irish Unionists, especially those of the Southern 
provinces, ana to promote the material prosperity 
of Ireland.

SOUTHERN UNIONISTS AND THE 
CONVENTION. 


The Nationalist Press stated that he had re- 
ceived the appoiniment as a reward for wreck- 
ing the Convention, (Laughter.) He was not 
disposed that evening to contest or challenge the 
accuracy of that statement, but if compelled to 
do so he was afraid he would show that the re- 
sponsibility for wrecking the Convention lay 
quite in another direction. But let it not be for- 
gotten that the Convention did useful work. 
There were, of course, some startling de velop- 
ments. Ulster’s nineteen representatives went 
into the Convention thinking that in the first 
issue they presented they would be joined by 
the Southern Unionists, of whom there were 
eleven in the Convention. They were not pre- 
pared to find that those Southern Unionists 
were ready to “sell the pass’; that they looked 
upon Home Rule as inevitable, and were there 
to make terms. The Ulster Unionists were not 
ready to join them in that. (Applause.) Even 
when the question of compulsory military ser- 
vice came up, they found the greatest difficulty 
in forcing a straight issue, and a straight div?- 
sion, and again fully one-half of their Southern 
Unionist friends—so called because he chal- 
lenged their right to describe themselves as 
Unionists owing to their conduct generally in 
the Convention—were opposed to them on that 
subject. Finally, they got a straight vote, and 
twenty-four members of the Convention 
supported compulsory military service for 
the whole of Ireland. Of course, they 
were hopelessiv outnumbered, but they 
were determined that before the Convention 
broke up they would have put on record for all 
time the opinion of the Ulster loyalists, that 
they were not entitled, on the one hand, to 
claim their full inheritance in the Imperial 
Parliament, and, on the other, in the hour of 
Great Britain’s stress and travail, to claim that 
their young men should be free from the com- 
pulsion that had- been put upon those of Eng- 
land and Scotland. (Applause.) 


NATIONALIST PARTY AND PARTITION, 


He hoped that he would not be misunder- 
stood when he remarked that, personally, he 
regretted the practical disappearance of the 
constitutional Nationalists. The chief contri- 
butóry cause of that development was the late 
Mr. John Redmond’s acceptance for his party 
of the policy of Partition for Ulster. That had 
never been forgiven to him and to the consti- 
tutional Nationalists by the extreme elements 
in the other provinces. He was of the opinion 
that not in the present generation would the 
Home Rule danger again be a serious one.

_A Reuter’s Berlin telegram of Thursffay’s date 

says:—It is reported from Zeitz, Saxony, that 
the middle classes there have gone out on 
strike, and that a similar step is contemplated 
at Veissenfels. Indirect reports from Halle 
state that large crowds paraded the streets, 
but that no disturbances of any description 
took place. i 

A general strike has been proclaimed at 
Erfurt, which town is now without electric 
light, and without trams. The workers demand 
the immediate institution of councils in the 
workshops, together with the contro) and im- 
mediate socialisation of all mines and mono- 
polies, and full recognition of the Workers 
and Soldiers’ Councils. 

The Erfurt Tribune reports that the Govern- 
ment troops left for Gotha on Thursday, where 
the etrike continues in sympathy with 
the workers of the Central German coal 
district. Erfurt, however, is comparatively- 
calm. The Workers’ Council at Leipzig 
has also decided on & general etrike, which 
will, however, not involve the food supply of the 
hospitals or the waterworks, Railway traffic 
is completely at a standstill. In the Borna- 
chemnitz coal district the miners have likewise 
decided to strike. 

In the central German lignite mines work has 
entirely ceased, as also at Anhalt. 

The railway strike extends from Nordhauéen 
through Halle to Torgau. Halle is completely 
cut off, while all the large industries at Bitter- 
feld and Delitzsch have’ ceased work. 

The Leipzig Workers’ and Soldiers’ Council 
states that a general strike has been pro- 
claimed throughout Thuringia, and twenty- 
thres towns have already joined the movement.

“SPREADING LIKE WILDFIRE.” 

Basing his opinion upon reports received from 
the various dispensary doctors in the city, Sir 
Charles Cameron stated yesterday that the in- 
fluenza epidemic was spreading through the City 
of Dublin “ like wildfire.” ‘The mortality for 
the week ended to-day would, he believed, be 
much higher than it was last week, but the 
public must wait for the figures until the 
Registrar-General’s returns are published on 
Tuesday. The city public libraries and the 
technical schools are closéd for the present. 
Many of the primary national schools, as well 
as the schools of the Christian Brothers, have 
been closed for some days. The Central Model 
Schools, Marlborough street, were closed yester- 
day, thus releasing from attendance nearly 1,200 
children and 25 teachers. Sir Charles Cameron 
thinks that the epidemic will have run its 
course in about a month from now, and that it 
would be stamped out effectively by that time. 
He ventured upon a similar prediction during 
| the visitation of the same sickness last, autumn; 
and he proved, he gays, a true prophet. Sir 
Charles would recommend places of amusement 
to be closed, but the Public Health Authority 
has no power to compe! managers te close them. 
He recomends purents to keep their children off 
the streets, so as to prevent contact ws much as 
possible. A grea(, many cases are being removed 
to hospital, but doctors think that the members 
of the sick person’s family keep their patients 
at home too long, and thus reduce their chance 
of recovery. Another mistake which those who 
are convalescent make is that they leave their 
houses too soon after recovery. Inatances of 
fatal relapse were mentioned by Sir Charles 
Cameron. 

There are over 130 members of the Dublin

THE EPIDEMIC IN LONDONDERRY. 

A recurrence of the influenza epidemic in 
Londonderry has led to the prohibition ef troops 
and members of the Q.M.A.A.C, entering the 
local places of amusement. In a large city 
restaurant all the members of the staff, with 
one exception, are laid up, and customers had 
to assist in procuring meals. Three deaths have 
occurred almost simultaneously in one house in 
the Waterside district, the mother and two 
daughters succumbing to the malady.

DOCTORS AND THE EPIDEMIC. 


A conference of the medical profession was 
held in London yesterday to discuss influenza 
and its prevention. Sir Malcom Morris, who 
presided, expressed the opinion that alcohol was 
not essential, but other speakers said that its 
use was of. the greafest value in the treatment 
of patients. Sir St. Clair Thompson eaid that 
people known to have influenza should be 
isolated and compelled to wear veils. A person 
who coughed without putiing up his hand or 
sneezed without using a handkerchief should be 
prosecuted for indecency. Sir Kingsley Wood 
declared that a better research movement was 
urgently required. Dr, Kirkhope asked what 
usé notification was going to be. All the 
speakers emphasised the importance of good 
food and fresh air. 


COTTAGE HOSPITALS. 
Letter from Sir Charles Cameron. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—There are in the rural districts in 
England a large number of cottage hospitals. 
Would it got be desirable for the rural sanitary 
authorities in Ireland to take, temporarily, 
cottages for the reception of influenza patitnte 
whose home conditions are not satisfactory? 
The existence of cottage hospitals, if fully 
used, would much retard the spread of the 
epidemic in such districts and villages. Rural 
sanitary authorities can, with the sanction of 
the Local Government Board, establish “hos- 
pitals and convalescent homes—ride Section 155, 
the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, 41 and 
42 Victoria, Chapter 52. : 

Writing on the subject, of the epidemic, I 
fear that patients whose illnees has not been 
severe leave the house prematurely, and again 
succumb to the disease or other maladies. They 
should not leave until so directed by their 
physician.— Yours, efc.,

time to igpore our Arsociation, and deny our 
right to bargain on behalf of our members : it 
was only when we threatened extreme action 
that your Association intervened. Similarly in 
all other cases the intervention of your Assovia- 
tion was to assist your members in difficulties. 

. . Neither can you deny the fact that your 
organisation was originally brought into being 
to combat the efforts of this organisation to 
secure better conditions for our members. But 
we have never received one word of assistance 
or encouragement by way of Co-operation, which 
would bring about a better condition of things 
in the trade generally. . . . At the Jast con- 
ference 1 pointed out the absurdity of the pro- 
ceedings, and suggested the appointment of a 
neutral chairman or umpire. . , I do not 
know whether you have considered my sug- 
gestion of the appointment of an independent 
chairman, or judge. If not, we again suggest 
that you do so at once, Im our opinion, it is 
the only way out of the dead-lock. As regards 
the right to dismiss, we do not deny this right; 
but, as there are certain circumstances sur- 
rounding every case, we have the right to in- 
vestigate these circumstances, and where we 
feel that our members have been unfairly 
treated, as we do in the present instance, then 
it is our duty to protect, them. .

Professor McClelland, D.Sc., F.R.S., in pro- 
mony that a memoria! be erected in the Col- 
ege to the old boys who fell during the war, 
said that the erection of a memoria! was not 
only a duty but a privilege, in which they 
should all be eager to participate. They owed 
a deep debt of gratitude to all the old boys 
who nobly played their part in the war, and 
they should sée that the memory of those 
who had fallen would never be forgotten in 
the College. It was also their duty to erect 
the memorial for the inspiration and guidance 
of present and future students of the College. 
He could eee no betier influence on future 
generations than to have before them a 
memorial to those who had fallen trying to put 
into practice the principles which they learned 
in the College. 

Lieutenant J. C. Percy, R.N.V.R., seconded 
the motion, and stated that the memoria] was 
not going to be erected to glorify war.
